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Advantages of the Silo: 

A prominent farmer of Michigan recently said: “A man with 12 
head of cattle and a few sheep can afford to build a Silo; a man with 
eight or more cows, some young cattle and sheep, cannot afford to be 
without one. The feed occupies less space in the Silo than in the stack 
or shock. Silage is much richer feed than hay or fodder. It costs usu¬ 
ally from 25 to 30 per cent, less to put an acre of corn into a Silo than 
to cut, shock and crib it. 

The digestive organs of animals that chew the cud are so formed 
as to require comparatively juicy and bulky food. The cow cannot, 
therefore, thrive on exclusively dry food so well as can the horse. The 
nearest an ideal food that can be obtained for the dairy cow is good 
pasture, but where for more than six months in the year green pas¬ 
ture is not available, the best substitutes to use during this period are 
corn silage and such roots as mangels and turnips. Corn yields an 
average of twice as much dry matter per acre as do root crops, says 
an exchange. 

SILAGE FOR MILK. 

It is generally admitted that the Silo is a good thing in the dairy, 
says an Ohio farmer in National Stockman. In the dairy section of Ohio 
it has found a place on most dairy farms, and is considered indispen¬ 
sable, especially for winter milk. It is our practice to feed silage the 
year round, excepting, perhaps, a couple of months in the early sum¬ 
mer, when the pasture is at its best, and we have to value it nearly, if 
not quite, as highly to supplement summer pastures as for the winter 
ration. 

WHEN SILAGE IS VALUABLE. 

The need for silage is felt during every winter season when, be¬ 
cause of cold or wet weather, stock cannot secure a fair amount of 
grazing, says Farm and Ranch. At such times young stock cease to 
grow, and milk stock shrink in flow so certainly that the feeder who has 
never used silage looks on this loss as a matter of necessity. The silage 
feeder understands how he may discount severe weather, even with the 
most tender and sensitive stock to care for.

ECONOMY OF SILAGE. 

In economy no feed is equal to good silage. Dairy farmers intend¬ 
ing to build a silo should calculate on the size large enough to feed 
each head forty pounds for six months, says a dairyman. Everyone 
who has tested Silos will endorse the statement. They are growing in 
popularity, but there is still room for a great many more. 

WHO SHOULD HAVE A SILO. 

At an Ohio institute one of the speakers claimed that every man 
should build a silo. He who can use a silo to good advantage is the 
man who is active, energetic, owns his lands and has the intention of 
devoting 'his lands to cattle feeding and is ambitious to run the lands 
to their greatest profit. For feeding beef cattle the speaker allowed his 
corn to get much riper than is ordinarily practiced in making silage for 
dairy cattle, and he makes his silage of three parts of corri and one 
part of soy beans. 

POPULARITY OF ENSILAGE. 

Slowly but surely dairymen are coming to the plan of having some 
green feed for every day in the year. The opposition to ensilage has 
dwindled away to almost nothing, and there will be two Silos built in 
the next ten years to one in the past ten. 

ADVANTAGES OF THE SILO. 

The Silo enables us to preserve a larger quantity of the food ma¬ 
terials of the original fodder for the feeding of farm animals than is 
provided by any other system of preservation known. 

WILL YOU BUILD A SILO? 

This question to the man with a dozen cows. 

Ten years ago it would have been somewhat risky to advise that a 
man with as few as a dozen cows build a silo, but as builders have 
learned more about construction of a silo, the cost has been materially 
reduced, notwithstanding the increase in the cost of lumber. It is not 
within the province of this department to give the names of Silo build¬ 
ers, but they are easily obtainable from advertisements in various agri¬ 
cultural papers, or by inquiry to the experiment station of your state, 
That the Silo is one of the most economical ways of preserving food for 
cows is well known, and frequently one can find a structure in the 
neighborhood which he can copy with a few instructions, if h,e is handy 
with tools, for they are not difficult to build.
